manhole covers were blown off in the 
vicinity of Thirty-seventh street and 
Cottage Grove avenue, at different 
times between 9 and 12 o'clock last 
night and pillars of fire fifteen to 
twenty feet high—the burning gas 
escaping from the holes— burned all 
night. 

Traffic on the Cottage Grove avenue 
line was blocked throughout the night 
—not a car moving after the first 
explosion occurred. 

The accident was apparently caused 
by crossed wires igniting the insula- 
tion of a street car wire which was 
connected with a telephone pole. On 
this pole were a number of wires run- 
ning down into the condult alongside 
the gas mains. The flames reached 
the conduit and evidently there was a 
small leak in the gas mains, which 


Millions of Feet Burn. 

Officials of the gas company, who 
reached the scene early and remained 
for hours, said millions of feet of gas 
had been burned. It was impossible 
for the firemen to subdue the flames 
with water. / 

Shortly after midnight the gas com- 
pany shut off the supply at Thirty- 
third street and Michigan avenue and 
at Forty-third street and Cottage 
Grove, and no more gas went through 
the fire affected mains. But it was 
not until the gas within them had 
burned out that the fire was over.’ 

Another theory of the cause of the 
explosion is that a fuse blew out in a 
conduit of the Commonwealth Edison 
company, which supplies the power for 
the Cottage Grove avenue surface line 
in the district affected. Gas escaping 
from a main was then ignited and this 
explosion cracked the pipe of a gas 
main, allowing more gas to escape. 


The gas company at first was reluc- 
tant to shut off the main because of 
the inconvenience it would cause to 
people who use grates and heaters. 
But when the third and then the fourth 
manhole blew up they concluded to 
shut off the supply as the only means 
of averting further danger, 

The accident caused much excite- 
ment in the neighborhood and crowds 
flocked about until after midnight, 
drawn by the flames leaping into the 
air. 
The firemen made the saloon of Pat- 
rick Flanagan, 3700 Cottage Grove ayv- 
enue, their headquarters. There was 
nothing they could do except watch 
the fire and keep it from spreading. 

At 3 o’clock flames were stfll burn- 
ing, and people told of other manholes

Signor Nitti did not triumph, but 
nevertheless it shows how tendencies 
hostile to the Versailles treaty are 
growing stronger.” 

Rome Paper Assails Wilson. 

ROME, March 2.— [Delayed.]—-The 
Giornale d'Italia, commenting today on 
the exchange of ‘communications be- 
tween President Wilson and the allied 
premiers with regard to the Adriatic 
controversy, says the discussion is. 
“ producing a painful impression on the 
Italians owing to the sour opposition 
of the American president to Italy's 
aspirations, which are founded both on 
right and on sentiment.”

“In the first place the roads need 
more income—need it badly. There 
will be a concerted rush to the inter. 
state commerce commission within a 
short time to ask for more money. 

“The general feelings is that the 
money should come through increased 
freight rates, say 25 per cent. Mos. 
transportation executives are against 
boosting passenger rates because it 
will hit those who must travel and 
exempt those who stay at home. 

“A freight rate increase of 25 per 
cent will never be felt in the price of 
essentials. It will amount to an un- 
noticeable fraction of a cent in the cost 
per pound of sugar and coffee. We 
believe freight rates are too low and 
many of us feel that passenger rates 
are about right.” 

The railroad executive was asked 
what his road would add in the way 
of equipment. 

“ Depends upon how the commission 
treats us,” he said. “We can’t even 
plan on buying new engines and cars 
that we need badly until we can see 
what measure of relief is granted.” 

“What about’the labor situation?” 
was the next question. 

“Generally speaking, I do not. see 
{any strike in prospect before August. 
|The roads are still under government 
supervision until then, you know. The 
truth is that trouble may start then.”

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Spe-

Brotherhood officials met tonight to 
prepare for the meeting, and by next 
week it is likely that hearings will be 
started. 


Begin Valuation of Roads. 

Meanwhile the interstate commerce 
commission started the vast work of 
ascertaining the valuation of the prop- 
erties on which to base rates that will 
yield 6% per cent profit. For five or 
six years d@ bureau has been working 
on the physical valuation of the roads. 
It will require some two years longer 
to finish.’

Way project has developed in the east. This was 
to be expected. If there was to be opposition it is 
obvious that it must come from the east. 

If there is to be advantage in a waterway to the 
sea, without doubt it is a western advantage. The 
east already has its access to the seaboard.

communicate with their own. 

; A step in this direction will be taken if the 
house passes the Greene resolution, sponsored by 
Secretary Daniels, which authorizes use of our 
.naval radio stations for commercial and press mes- 
sages. “Now that the president has ordered the re- 
turn of privately owned radio stations taken over 
by the govermpient during the war, it becomes un- 


lawful under extsting law for r.aval stations to han- 
dle commercial messages, xcept when there is no 
commercial service in a radius of 100 miles. The 
Greene resolution authorizes the naval radio to 
handle commercial business until notified by the 
secretary of commerce that an American radio 
company is prepared to take over the work and 
establish adequate communication. 

We think no time should be lost in passing this 
resolution. Trade relations are now in the making 
and England, especially, is far better provided 
than we are. We do not think naval radio ought 
to compete with American private concerns 
wherever the latter are able and willing to give 
adequate service. It is advisable to encourage 
and t private enterprise in this field, and, until 
our: mé¥chants are fully provided for, the govern- 
our agencies should give them every available 


facility.

AST November a man died of yel- 
low fever near New Orleans. He 
was sick when he arrived on a 


The evidence showed that the mosqui- 
toes on board ship were killed before the 
vessel grrived in port. 

- The man had been sick more than three 
days when the ship arrived at quasan- 
time. Under these circumstances yel- 
low fever cannot be conveyed. Even 
though Louisiana mosquitoes of the 
yellow fever variety had had free ac- 
cess to the man, they could not have 
picked up the disease nor transmitted 
it to others. Nor could the disease have 
been transmitted in any other way. 
Thig is known by nearly everybody now. 


The Louisiana and New Orleans health 
departments saw the man and recog- 
nized the disease. They gave the story 
to the local papers and the Asso- 
ciated Press, who gave it publicity. In 
accordance with an agreement made a 
generation ago, ail southern’ state 
health departments were notified. Only 
four were enough interested to wire for

A case of yellow fever in any port was 
suppressed as long as possible. The 
story finally leaked out. Then the 
scramble began. Homes were deserted. 
Families got aboard trains on an hour’s 
notice. 

These trains ran for several hundred 
miles without stops. Along the way 
armed guards patrolled all railroad stop- 
ping places, permitting no passengers to 
alight. 

Those in flight had to get along without 
food or water, or any of the comforts 
until beyond the yellow fever zone. 
Armed patrols guarded al! wagon roads 
to prevent travelers from passing 
through the country by private. vehicles. 
The shipment of freight and express was 
stopped. I remember one occasion when 
a carload of creosoted cross ties and a 
flat car at that, was refused entrance 
into a town. 

In that day carbolic acid was the great 
disinfectant. Carbolic acid in barrels 
was allowed to enter quarantine towns 
until Dr. Dunn, who slept in the carbolic 
acid storehouse and issued the disin- 
fectant to the clean up gangs, came down 
with Vellow fever. He spent his period 
of illness on a cot in the carbolie acid 
shack. After that carbelic acid was 
quarantined against by many people. 

I knew a farmer who kept a team 
hitched at his gate ready to leave on a 
minute’s notice of a casein his neigh- 
borhood. All business was at a stand-

Use simple custards 4s 
desserts. The Minnesota Public Health as- 
sociation seta one pint a day as the proper 
amount of milk for children 18 months oid 
and over.

ever been by water. This place, not 
occupied for many years, is some six 
miles south of the wagon bridge. 


“The last two miles of this six is 
through perhaps the finest black bass 
waters in the state—where thousands 
and thousands of the gamey fish live 
and await capture. The river is nar- 
row and with quite a current, unaf- | 
fected by tidal flow, and of the finest 
drinking quality. There are ‘pools, 
sandbars, and riffies. Little streams 
feed the main one, and especially good | 
bass grounds are at the mouths of 
these: small creeks. But every deep 
pool harbors mammoth bass—some of . 
@ weight scarcely to be believed, and / 
all of a lively, determined disposition, | 
that insures a hot fight when hooked.

For this they are cut when 
the plant shows signs of approaching 
maturity. Harvesting should be started 
when the pods begin to turn yellow and 
the beans are well developed. 

The most practical method of grow- 
ing soy beans on middle west farms is 
to plant them in the same hill with 
corn. The two may be grown in com- 
bination successfully. The two crops 
mature in the fall, and can be har- 
vested at the same time. They can be 
cut and stored as silage or “ hogged 
down.” Sheep and hogs both do well 
in a field of beans and corn, and this 
method has been found a good labor. 
saving practice. 

The two crops also may be harvested 
separately. If the beans are grown for 
seed they may be gathered before the 
corn is harvested.

A correspondent writes: “ Several 
times this winter I have read direc- 
tions given by you for cooking lamb 
and mutton. Following is the way we 
cook lamb breast: Cut the ribs apart 
and the foreleg off and once in two. 
Clean carefully, stew until thoroughly 
done over sufficient fire to cook it. 


}Cook the meat, carrots cut in small 


pieces, one-half can of peas, and a few 
sprigs of mint. Thicken the gravy 
with ffour; serve with hot baking pow- 
der biscuits. 

“The point I wish to emphasize is 
the mint, which takes off the coarse 
flavor of the mutton or lamb. No mat- 
ter how we cook mutton, whether fry- 
ing chops, baking, or stewing, mint is 
always added. Try it. It is original 
with me, as far as we are concerned.”

Three times kitty climbed through 
an open window off the dining room 
and was dropped out again before it 
could disturb the poetic session. After 
the last drop the staff opened an of- 
fensive to drive the kitten away. 

The steward, the lady’s maid and the 
red coated, brass buttoned doorman 
went in pursuit through mud and wa- 
ter. Two waiters, and the cook at- 
tacked from the rear. But all came 
back breathless and empty handed. 

“That comes from feeding a stray 
cat,” the steward lamented. “I sup- 
pose we'll have a whole nest of them 
here now.”

R. TINNEY seems to have one 

great advantage over his fellow- 
clowns in musical comedy. He 

is able to take the most forlorn 
examples of stage humor and by his 
manner of projecting them cause you 
to laugh and yet be unashamed. In 
Sometime,” the good show at the 
Studebaker, for instance, he makes 
prosperous such indigent riddles as 
this one: “ Why,” he asks, “is getting 
up at 6 o’clock in the morning like a 
pig’s. tail?”
